up this subterfuge.

resorted to the trick of calling the 
bill unconstitutional in order to es­ 
cape responsibility.

Too Much Mouth Breathing. 
Mr 
Editor 
At this time when so 
nun i is said to call the attention of 
the ¡nubile to the prevention of tuber- 
miosis, there is one thing more that 
ought to have serious consideration 
on the part of parents, and that is the 
mouth breathing" child. This is often 
considered a fault or habit that chil- 
dren can overcome themselves, but 
this is a mistake. Yery often. 
The 
prime cause of it is a growth at the 
hack of the nose called 
"adenoid 
growth. ” 
which 
is 
very 
common 
among children, 
it is easily detected 
by 
a physician, and a very 
simple 
operation 
will 
remove 
the 
trouble 
ami the child will not he a "mouth 
breather.” 
if the child is allowed to 
grow 
to maturity, 
tuberculosis 
U 
often contracted from this very cause. 
The air needs to be "filtered." as it 
were, through the notrils, and not go 
heavily laden with germs, directly to 
•ho lungs. 
In some of 
the 
larger 
Chief a canvass is made 
of 
the 
schools to find out who of the chil­ 
dren have adenoids. 
Often a large 
percentage of the children have them, 
and when they are informed of the 
many evils that follow in their trail, 
they art' very glad to undergo the 
slight operation to have them remov­ 
ed. 
Often a whole life is deformed 
as well as a body by this defect. The 
system does not get enough oxygen 
to do its work, when the air is taken! 
through the mouth; therefore deform­ 
ed features, a weak body and some 
serious disease, which very often is 
tuberculosis, are some of the results 
of “ mouth breathing.”
